If he tries to, he may never know what 
hit him! 

[his is because every one of these threats is zeroed in on the cleaner’s 
traditional safety factors: the minimum-cost “gravy” garments; the spare 
employees who cover absentees or peak loads; the need for the profes- 
sional touch in finishing; the status of professional drycleaning as a 
necessity 

Our simile applies in one more sense. In the past the battle for volume 
has been pretty much on one front—persuading the public of the value 
of drycleaning. Now the battles for cottons, wash-and-wear, clean-only 
items, etc., show what kind of multifront warfare is in prospect. 

Tomorrow's drycleaner must learn to battle for different kinds of vol- 
ume in varving terrain, under a wide range of conditions.

Upset Fourteen Million Customers 


A famous general once stated 
wars are won by the armies that 
make fewer mistakes than their 
adversaries. With this in mind, 
consider NID’s 1959 Summary 
of Textile Damage, published in 
the NID Reporter for June 1960. 

Out of 21,920 problems sub- 
mitted to NID’s Analysis Depart- 
ment, 621 involved types of 
problems new to the industry in 
1959. An additional 737 prob- 
lems defied analysis and were 
classified as “unknown.” These 
fwo groups ¢ omposed only 6 per- 
cent of the total number of prob- 
lems 

This means that 94 percent of 
the problems analyzed should 
have been familiar to the dry- 
cleaners who sent them in. That 
is, the problems had been re- 
ported to members in fabric or 
technical bulletins. Granted 
many analyses are for the ben- 
efit of customers rather than dry- 
cleaners. Still the bald statement 
is true that all this 94 percent of 
problems could have been pre- 
vented—if the cleaner had in- 
formed himself and had passed 
his knowledge on to the neces- 
sary personnel. 

Of the total problems 19 per- 
cent are directly attributable to 
the cleaners, which is almost one 
in five 

According to cost percentages 
determined by NID for 1959, 
average claims adjustments 
amounted to .35 percent (one- 
third of one percent). Projected 
for total volume over the coun- 
try, that means the drycleaning 
industry paid out around $7,000,- 
000 in claims adjustments in 
1959. Assuming for argument’s 
sake that the average claim was 
$50—that’s 14,000,000 million 
customers inconvenienced. Or 
7,000,000 customers inconven- 
ienced twice each. Either way, 
it isn’t good! 

We'll be the very first to admit 


that these problems and claims 

are marginal, accidental, very 

few in proportion to total volume 

handled. But this is total war. As 

the general said, the winner is 

the one with the fewest mistakes. 
* * ” * 

The claims problems in the 
drycleaning industry are quite 
likely to become less trouble- 
some as a result of coin-operated 
services. The already consider- 
able experience with this self- 
service shows that customers are 
quite discriminating about what 
they put in the machines. They 
ask advice when in doubt. And 
if they goof, they blame them- 
selves. 

It is probable that the public 
will become educated about 
serviceability faster and more 
thoroughly through self-service 
than could ever be hoped for by 
formal educational means. 

This greatly increased “so- 
phistication” will exert greater 
pressure on the whole textile and 
garment manufacturing industry 
to provide genuinely serviceable 
products. It is likely, too, that 
product labeling will become 
more realistic in terms of dry- 
cleaning and/or washing. 

It is possible that textile man- 
ufacturers will install a few 
coin-op units in their own plants 
to see for themselves what hap- 
pens to their brain children. 

We can also look for styles be- 
ing influenced more by cleana- 
bility, mostly in the lower in- 
come brackets. 

Not all the struggles are likely 
to be directly between self-serv- 
ice and pro service. In terms of 
genuine bodily comfort, a great 
many of the new synthetic fab- 
rics have not proven satisfactory. 
Low moisture absorption has 
meant clamminess in cold 
weather, superheat in warm 
weather, itchiness and static 


shock 


Synthetic fiber manufacturers 
are overcoming many of the 
problems. But with a less ex- 
pensive means of cleaning them, 
we look for a healthy resurgence 
of all-wool and predominently 
wool garments. Skirts, sweaters, 
cardigans, sport shirts, slacks— 
many of them still appeal greatly 
in wool. Customers no longer 
need avoid buying them because 
the drycleaning “upkeep” is 
high. 

Finally, coin-op drycleaning is 
likely to greatly delay the oft- 
prophesied appearance of 
“throwaway” clothes, made of 
paper, worn once and dumped 
in File 13. Problems of fit and 
enhancement, objection to fre- 
quent shopping for disposal ap- 
parel, will make cheaply cleaned 
garments appealing for a long 
time to come. 





Knocking Coin-Ops 
Won't Help You 


“At the same time that it hurts 
drycleaning to have coin-ops 
say drycleaning is objection- 
able, it hurts us, too, to have 
professional drycleaners fight 
coin-ops by buying advertising 
which warns the public against 
using coin-ops, which attacks 
them as worthless. No matter 
how strongly you feel this is 
true, youll look ridiculous to 
people who find coin-ops sat- 
isfy a need. And there are 
bound to be such people. Keep 
your advertising always posi- 
tive, affirmative. Talk about the 
services you do well—not about 
how bad the other fellow’s 
service is. Negative advertising 
always has a way of boom- 
eranging, and hurting the ad- 
vertiser.”

Up to this point, the use of one of the 
adsorbents will usually keep it in usable condition. 

If more than 15 cc. of testing solution, indicating an acid 
number of 0.3, is required to produce pink color, solvent 
must be clarified. The acid number 0.3 has been established 
as point at which solvent should be clarified because odor 
has been traced to solvent with a slightly higher acid num- 
ber.

Test for solvent retention: 


Petroleum plants using charged systems should be particu- 
larly concerned with solvent retention—that amount left in 
garments after extraction, Squeezing the last drop may in- 
duce other costs to rise, Finishing of excessively wrinkled 
garments far exceeds the solvent savings. Too little extrac- 
tion, on the other hand, can add many dollars to supply costs 

Generally, the only difference between laundry and dry 
cleaning extractors is the explosion-proof motor. Speeds and 
load capacities have not been altered to conform to the com- 
pletely different conditions that exist. Problems of finishing 
laundered garments are not the same as for drycleaned fab- 
rics that have special sizings, drape and other factors to con 
cern us, All this can be affected by the moisture introduced 
through the charged system. 

Drycleaning extractors should be set at a speed and run- 
ning time that leave about 12 to 18 percent of solvent by 
weight in the garments to be deodorized. This will allow 
garments to deodorize in normal drying cycles, keep solvent 
costs in line and provide for easy finishing.

When the manufacturer made your filter to put out, for 
example, 3,000 gallons per hour, he did not guess at the 
amount ot filtering area. It was figured out by engineers as 
approximately 33 square feet for each 1,000 gallons of filter 
capacity. Therefore, your 3,000-gallon filter would have 
about 100 square feet of screen area. 

Suppose, for various reasons, your screens and bags have 
become so clogged with insoluble residues and slimy sub- 
stances (through which the solvent will not pass) that only 
50 percent of your filtering area is open to flow. In effect, 
you now have a 1,500-gallon filter instead of a 3,000-gallon 
filter, yet your pump is still trying to force through its full 
capacity of 3,000 gallons, thus developing excess pressure. 

To know whether your screens in your vertical screen 
filter are clogged or not here is the procedure 

When you have completed a day’s run, or when you con- 
sider the pressure excessive, shut off your pump and open 
the drain valve on your filter, allowing the solvent to drain 
off to a point just below the filter cover. Remove the cover 
and swing it aside so that you can see down between the fil- 

Now drain the solvent from the filter, slowly 
enough so that you do not disturb the filter cake. When the 
solvent level is below the tops of the screens, take a flash- 
light the cake on each filter

them; some of the areas will be coated anywhere from %% to 
l inch thick, and the rest of the screens will be splotched 
here and there with only a thin cake. Where there is no filter 
cake, there has been no solvent passing through; all the sol- 
vent went through those areas on which the powder is de- 
posited in a reasonably thick cake, In the case of a hori- 
zontal type filter, where the filter powder lies on a flat plane, 
this cake is not found, due to the fact that its con- 
struction causes even distribution of the filter powder, 

If the screens had been properly cleaned and kept clean 
by proper precoating, the filter cake would be uniformly dis-

Acti- 
vated carbon offers one of the best means of preventing the 
build-up of solvent contaminants, especially water-soluble 
dyes which become dissolved in the 


solvent. By daily use 


of the recommended carbon dosage, the color of the solvent 


can be maintained at a safe level and the amount of distilla 
tion require d can be ke pt to a minimum 

The “after precoat” method of using carbon is recom- 
mended as a daily procedure. After the filter is precoated 
with the proper amount of diatomaceous filter aid, the after 
precoat of carbon is applied. Carbon, mixed with filter aid, 
is added directly to the wheel. Run the washer for a few 
minutes to wet and disperse the carbon thoroughly. Then 
recirculate the solvent through the filter until the sight glass 
is clear. Under normal operating conditions no more carbon 
will be needed during the day.

Use and Characteristics of Sweeteners 


There are certain adsorptive filter aids that have charac- 
teristics that must not be confused with those of standard 
filter powders. The adsorptive filter powders have been 
treated with magnesium or aluminum silicates, or similar 
compounds, to give them an ability to strain out soluble 
impurities that otherwise are able to pass through the filter 
cake. Some of these adsorptive filter powders have been 
effective in prolonging the interval between distillation pe 
riods. 

Since the rate at which the magnesium silicate is used up 
depends not only on the type and amount of soil in the gar- 
ments but also on the amount of fatty acid released from the 
soap used, it is difficult to prescribe exact formulas. Also, it 
may be necessary to add soap to the charge for any loss in 
strength caused by the sweetening agent. 

The rule of thumb for one such powder is a precoat of 3 
pounds per 1,000-gallons-per-hour filter capacity, plus 1% 
pounds to each 100-pound load of lightly soiled garments. 
Care should be taken to add the adsorptive filter powder 
through the trap or at the outlet of the washer, as it has a 
tendency to cling to fabrics.

Spotting Tips 


1. Keep tight corks or covers on all spotting agents. 
Only solvents safe for use on all fabrics should be kept con 
veniently at hand. 

2. Many fabrics are weak when wet. Use a tamping ac- 
tion with a brush. 

3. After use, spotting brushes should be hung up to dry 
or left face down so the water drains from the bristles. Soak 
ing in water swells the fibers and splits the wood base. 

4. Keep spotting brushes in shape. Uneven bristles cause 
inaccurate applications of solvents and may hurt the fabric. 
5. Gouging with the point of the spatula will lead to 
damage claims. Excessive rubbing with a bone spatula, pa 
ticularly on hard-finished fabrics such as taffetas, will often 
cause a loss of color 

6. Acetate dyes bleed profusely with alcohol and slightly 
with acids. Keep this in mind when using acid spotting 
agents and some prespotters that contain alcohol. 

7. Use a dropper to apply spotting agents. Frequently a 
few drops will do the job; when small amounts are em 
ployed, removal of the agent is simplified. 

8. Remember that wool dyes bleed with alkalies such as 
ammonia. Be careful in using hot soap solutions or using 
any alkali in conjunction with the steam gun 

9. Before resorting to wetcleaning consider the possibility 
of handbrushing with emulsions of drycleaning detergents 
and water or spraying down the garment before rerunning 
in a charged-system operation

In cases where it is impossible to 
remove the stain without danger to the fabric, it is better 
to leave the spot than ruin the garment. 


Stains To Be Prespotted 


Stains that are set by the heat encountered in drycleaning 
and pressing should be recognized readily by markers and 
spotters. The following stains should always be removed 
in prespotting 


Blood: A stain red to brown in color, both absorbed and 
built up, usually found on the fronts of garments 


Coca-Cola, root beer, beer, etc.: Stains of this type often 
develop into difficult stains, Working them before exposure 
to cleaning and heat is advisable. 


Coffee: Color will vary from light brown to dark brown 
depending on the amount of cream in the coffee; entirely 
Stain will tend to spread in wide splotches with 


irregular edges.

When there is a relative humidity of 65 percent or more 
i a storage vault, every article in the vault is in danger of 
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being ruined by mildew. Mildew will grow in furs, rugs, 
and all cloth garments. Humidity of 52-53 percent is plenty 
for most situations 

It is not generally known that excessive humidity, even if 
it is not sufficient to cause mildew to grow, can spoil the fit 
of a fur coat. When humidity reaches a certain maximum, 
skins become soft and pliable and subject to stretching at 
the shoulders

In deciding upon the capacity required, remember that 
one dry shirt weighs about % pound. A washer with a dry- 
weight capacity of 25 Ibs. will hold approximately 50 shirts. 

Generally speaking, the smaller the diameter of the basket 
the greater the number of revolutions per minute and the 
faster the extracting cycle. An efficient extractor should re- 

roughly 50 percent of the a load. You can 
check this by weighing the load before and after extraction. 
When the amount of moisture retained in the load reaches 
50 percent of the load’s dry weight, it is no longer economi- 
cally feasible to continue the extracting operation. 

As minimum equipment some manufacturers recommend

The Washing Formula 


The washing formula is nothing more than a set of opera- 
tions to be followed in washing garments of a certain classi- 
fication. There are as many formulas as there are classifica- 
tions. Each operation is a separate bath and each has a 
specific name. The formula indicates the operating condi- 
tions and supplies needed for each bath. 

It is impractical to give one washing formula which can 
be used under all conditions in every plant Your soap sup- 
plier is the person best equipped t 


recommend the formu- 
las best suited for your operation 


The break: The “break” or first bath serves to wet out the 
clothes. It is one of the most important operations in the 
washing formula. When properly executed, the break loosens 
and suspends up to 96 percent of the soil present in the load 
Only about half of this soil is removed when the bath is 
dumped, for garments absorb a good portion of the water. 
The water level used at this stage is sometimes run a little

Suds: The purpose of the suds baths is to dilute and suspend 
the soil which has already been loosened but which still 
remains in the load after the break. It also serves to dis 
hedhes the sncce stubsb

Running time for this bath should not exceed 10 minutes, 
for tests have proved that most of the dirt in a load is placed 
in suspension in less than 5 minutes. The length of the 
sudsing (or for that matter, rinsing) cycle is not as impor- 
tant as the number, where washing efficiency is concerned. 
Two 5-minute suds are more effective than one 10-minute 
suds. 

Bleach is added in the final suds operation to remove 
stains. Bleach does not clean clothes—it whitens them. It is 
useless for covering up grayness from redeposition of soil, 
soap or alkali, 

Overbleaching is hard on clothes since it reduces tensile 
strength of fabrics it is generally 
agreed that one quart of 1 percent bleach per 50 pounds of 
clothes is the correct amount to use. Bleach should never be 
used without soap in the wheel. Soap slows down the bleach- 
ing action until the bleach has permeated the load. 


Under normal conditions 


Rinsing: Rinses are en ployed to remove detergent and, of 
course, any remaining soil suspended in the load. Improper 
rinsing may result in yellowing of the fabric, gray work, 
soap specks, sticking of the shirts to the press bucks, etc. 
Under normal circumstances a 1-to-2-minute rinse is long 
enough for a rinse bath in a 25-pound washwheel. The num- 


ber of rinses will depend on the amount of soil in the load. 


Souring: The souring operation is used to neutralize any 
alkalinity not removed by rinsing. If the souring operation is 
omitted, particularly on starched work, the garments may 
become yellow when ironed. 

Sours in common use are either acid salts or weak acids. 


The sour operation should be run at least 2 minutes and 


preferably 3 minutes at a level lower than that used for the 
suds. Cold water is ordinarily used. Do not rinse after the 


sour bath 


Blueing: The main reason for using blue is to counteract the 
tendency of cottons to turn yellow from age and the accumu- 
lation of impurities. There are three types of blues used in 
laundering: (a) sour blue, (b) combination blue and (c) 
non-sour blue. 

Sour blue is used in the sour bath or in a following bath 
that is on the acid side of the pH scale. It may be added to 
the wheel before souring but for proper color development 
should be included in the same bath. If this method is 
used thorough rinsing must precede blueing, otherwise iron- 
ing will bring out a pinkish hue in the fabric. 

Combination blue is designed for use in either a sour or 
il i blue tint 

Least often used in the laundry is the non-sour blue, since 
modern plants do use sour. This type gives the fabrics a 
green-blue tint.

The table given here shows how profit percentages must 
change on a fluctuating volume to enable a plantowner to 
maintain a steady dollar income. If his volume is dropping it 
indicates the point at which he must hold his costs. With in- 
creasing volume it tells how much his costs may be per- 
mitted to increase and still provide him with the same num- 
ber of dollars at the end of the year. 

In this chart two percentages (15 percent and 7% per- 
cent) were selected merely as examples of the effects of 
volume changes on the profit. If the dollar profit equals 15 
percent of the current volume then Column A shows the 
decrease in percentage to total volume that this dollar vol- 
ume represents as the dollar volume increases. Likewise, it 
shows the increase in percentage of sales represented by this 
dollar profit when total sales decrease. If the current profit 
equals 7% percent of sales, a similar relationship is indi- 
cated in Column B

from a number of plants. As such the figures should be con- 
sidered only as tentative production standards. 

Plant standards vary in terms of quality, type of equip- 
ment, layout, level of skilled help, management efficiency 
and other phases of production, For that reason it is difficult 
to set a standard of production applicable to all plants. How- 
ever, management should not hesitate to use the table as a 
guide to intelligent production planning. 

A good example of the effect equipment has on produc 
tion can be seen in the drycleaning room estimate. This runs 
from 60 to 263 pounds. The wide spread, in this case, is due 
to different capacities of drycleaning rooms. 

Another example of wide spreads is in the listing, “jackets, 
wool, ladies’, touch-up.” The spread, 30 to 90 pieces, reflects 
the varying quality standards of different plants. On the one 
side the touch-up would be taking longer than the steaming, 
whereas by giving the slightest touch-up possible, one girl 


can handle volume for two steamers with ease.

To combat loss in efficiency and excessive fuel costs re- 
sulting from boiler scale, some plants remove all scale-form- 
ing elements from the water before it is fed to the boiler. 
This is the ideal method but not always practical. Under 
other circumstances, feed water is treated with compounds 
changing the elements in the water from those quick to at- 
tach themselves to the boiler to those that remain in solution 
or form a soft sludge that can be blown out.

If one or more pieces are using a common trap, now is 
the time to make a change. It will save you money in the 
long run. 

Remember, your traps should be fitted as closely to the 
steam-heated unit as is possible. This saves steam and makes 
the trap respond more quickly to conditions in the equip- 
ment. A strainer should be fitted before each trap to keep 
out dirt, scale and core sand that cause rapid wear and 
costly repairs 

A standardized piping job will simplify maintenance and 
replacement costs. There should be an inlet union from 
the trap 

Keep one or more of the various types of traps on hand 
in your stockroom. Then, when a trap needs cleaning or 
replacement, simply break the unions, remove the old trap 


and install the new. Then tighten the unions. 


Trap Troubles—Causes and Solutions 
Cold Trap—Most Likely Causes 


1. Trap orifice plugged with dirt. Clean trap or replace. 
Be sure there is a strainer ahead of, or an integral part of

Square or rectangular: 


1. To compute cubic contents multiply length by width 
by depth. For example, the cubic contents of a tank 
10 feet long, 6 feet wide and 4 feet deep is 240 cubic 
feet. 

2. Since 1 cubic foot equals 7% gallons, the tank above 
would hold 1,800 gallons (744x240 = 1,800 gallons). 
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Cylindrical or round: 


1. Square the diameter and multiply by .7854 and then 
multiply by the length or depth to obtain cubic con- 
tents.

Eyelet Discoloration

Some years ago this problem was 


ing these areas with a wet-and-dry- 
type paint remover along with some 
amyl acetate will probably clear this 
adhesive and the embedded soil will 
then be removed also. The discolora- 
tion is actually caused by soil that has 
adhered to this glue when it softens in 
the presence of the drycleaning sol- 
vent. Of course, when you remove the 
glue, the raw edges of the fabric will 
tend to unravel unless they are 
stitched as they should have been in 
the first place. 


Drape Stains 


Could you please tell us what has 
caused the dark stains on the bottom of 
these drapes?—H.D.W., New Jersey 


Examination of the drapes under 
ultraviolet light shows that the stains 
have been caused by some kind of car- 
bon soil. This type of stain is very dif- 
ficult to remove. The procedure is to 
soak out the stains through lubrica- 
tion 

This is done by placing the article 
in a bath of either water or solvent, 
depending upon which side you have 
chosen to work, to which is added a 
lubricating agent. In water a wetting 
agent is added to the bath. This gives 
both penetration and lubrication. In 
solvent a detergent is used in a fairly 
strong concentration (about 10 per- 
cent) and sometimes a small amount 
of water is also added to raise the 
humidity factor. After prolonged soak- 
ing of from several hours to overnight, 
the article is rinsed either on the wet 
side or in the drycleaning washer. In 
some instances, it is necessary to soak 
the item out on both wet and dry sides, 
but dry side is attempted first. 

It appears that these stains have 
contacted the fabric in a wet solution. 
Since they seem to be present primar- 
ily along the bottom of the drape there 
is a possibility that the drape may 
have become wet while hanging and 
that carbon or soot from the window
